German Treatment of Belgians 


After hearing Major Kerby at the 
1.0.0.F. Hall on Monday afternoon, 
when he told us some of the things he 
knew about the war, and particularly 
the treatment accorded Belgian wo- 
men {by their German captors, one 
cannot help wondering why no effort 
is made to bring some of these Belgian 
women and children across to Cauada 
and the States. If this could be ac- 
complished hundreds of lives might 
be saved. It is pitiful to hear of the 
large numbers of little children that 
have starved todeath, many hundreds 
of thetn being found on the roadsides. 

Vessels are constantly returning 
for cargoes. Could not some of these 
people be brought over on the return | 
trip? On this side they could be 
introduced to another brand of kul- 
ture and treated like human beings. 
Every life saved is eo much to the 
good. 

According to the Major, the Ger- 
mans want the Belgians to starve in 
order to get them out of the way. 
They will not allow the Belgian Re- 
lief Committee to distribute food 
among them for the reason above 
stated. 

Those of the Belgians who have 
escaped the Huns and are flying be-~ 
fore them have no place togo. Many 
of the French are in no better condi- 
tion and have little or nothing to give 
these poor fugitives. Many soldiers, 
when possible, share their rations 
with them, 

One thing is certain, if things are 
allowed to go on as they are at pres: 
ent, the Belgians as a nation will 
cease to exist ; they will be extermin- 
ated. Inaway,the Turkish massa- 
cre of the Armenians is more merciful 
than the German treatment of the 
Belgians ; they at least put their vic- 
tims out of misery by killing them 
outright, whereas the Hunsare killing 
by the slow process of starvation. 
Of the two ‘‘systems” the Turkish is 
more humaue.

The Value of an Egg 


Pounds of Meat 


An egg is composed of three parts 
—the shell, the yolk and the white. 
The relative weights of the various 

arts are: Shell and lining, 106.9; al- 
umen, 604.2; yolk, 288.9. One-half 
of the egg 1s nutriment, whereas 
tneat is rated at beet as only one- 
fourth, Thus it will be seen that 
one pound of eggs will be equal tu 
two pounds of meat. A fresh egg is 
bag J food, Its nutritive qual ties 
are in perfection and its component 
parts exactly balanced, A change be- 
ged as soon as laid. The moisture 
s reduced by evaporation through 
the ducts of the shell, and air is ab- 
sorbed, The vitality decreases grad- 
ually unless by external warmth the 
process is hastened; finally death en- 
sues and putrefaction fcllows, Eggs 
may be xen apparently fresh for a 
long time if taken when freshly laid 
and the pores of the shell hermeti- 
cally sealed by rubbing them with 
sweet oil or dipping them for an in- 
stant in boiling water. Infertile eggs, 
where the material for the structure 
and support of life are present but 
the vitality has not been added, will 
keep longest, and do not putrefy but 
simply dry; therefore infertile eggs 
are best except for incubation pur- 
poses,

On the Trail of the Gopher 


Get Together and Help Your 
School and the Allies by Catch- 
ing “Mr. Flickertail” 

When properly encouraged, boys 
and girls do splendid work in nature 
study. The work done in the gopher 
campaign in Manitoba one year go 
proved that fact. Prizes were of- 
fered for gopher killing, and also 
for information about gophers. As 
a result of this latter fact, definite 
upon a 
number of important points that pre- 
viously were in doubt; and this in- 
formation has been incorporated in 
the new 20. page bulletin entitled 
“Gophers and Squirrels in Manito- 
ba,” just issued by the Manitoba de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Professor Jackson, biologist at 
Manitoba Agricultural College, the 
author of the bulletin, still bristles 
with unanswered questions about the 
gopher which he puts up as a chal- 
lenge to the boys and girls, He 
wants to know, for instance, wheth- 
er gophers rear one or two broods 
of young in a year. Strange, isn’t it, 
that with all we know about these 
little pests, and with an estimated 
annual board bill in Manitoba alone 
of $5,000,000, we yet do not know 
whether the children come in one or 
two instalments. 

In his bulletin, Prof. Jackson not 
only enumerates the various types of 
gophers and squirrels, but he also 
presents a map showing the distri- 
bution of the different species. Draw- 
ings of the different kinds of goph- 
ers and squirrels appear, and also 
prints to show the plan of the sum- 
mer burrows close to the ground 
surface and then away down below 
the frost line for the winter home, 
This refers particularly to the fick- 
ertail gopher. Speaking of the strip- 
ed gopher, Prof. Jackson says: “As 
it does not dig deeply many, no 
doubt, freeze up during hibernation, 
and there are many cases of this 
spermophile being found frozen stiff 
in haystacks, and ‘coming to life’ 
again in the spring. When the goph- 
er hibernates in a hole, it sleeps for 
five months with a feeble heart beat 
of four times per minute instead of 
200, and a blood temperature of 55 
instead of 105. It is then uncon- 
scious, insensitive, and does not 
bleed when a limb is amputated.” 

The bulletin deals fully with the 
question of gopher poisons,

Standard Flour” 

The food control board have in- 
structed the mills that are re-grind- 
ing bran and adding it to the shorts, 
at once to discontinue the practice 


and keep the quality of shorts up to 
standard to meet the pig-feeding re- 
quirements. All flour in future must 
bear the designation “Government 
Standard Flour,” and all quotations 
to the trade must be mace on that 


designation. The mills will be al- 
lowed to put up graham flour in 
seven-pound paper bags, with the 


weight marked outside. 

Mills are ordered, moreover, to en- 
courage the purchase of graham 
flour and edible bran and are requir- 
ed to keep the same rcgularly in 
stock and recommend the adding of 
one pound of edible bran to every 4 
or 5 pounds of government standard 
flour for the making of home-made 
bread.
